subcommittee said Friday if 
illegal p ractices are behind

E m a nu e l Celler, 
D-N.Y., said he is surp rised 
t h e American Newsp ap er 
Publishers Association hasn’t 
. tried. 
Celler’s subcommittee is 
looking into the concentration 
;,qr ownership in the U.S. 
newsp ap er business. 
Reason 
-/.The New York congress­ 
man said subcommittee in­ 
vestigators found the high 
p rice of newsp rint often is 
cited as a reason for the col­ 
lap se of some newsp ap ers. 
“Now if this rising cost is 
due to illegal means, I think 
we should remove those ille­ 
gal means if we can,” Celler 
said. 
Celler 
said a 
Canadian 
newsp rint cartel “p laces the 
business of newsp ap ers in a 
bind.” 
Steady 
Celler asked S t a nf or d 
Smith, general manager of 
the p ublishers 
association, 
whether newsp rint p rices de­ 
clined after New York news­ 
p ap ers ceased p ublication be­ 
cause of the strike there. 
Smith said the p rice re­ 
mained steady, at $135 a ton. 
He said the p rice was $59 a 
ton 20 years ago, and rose 
steadily until it reached the 
$135 level in 1957. 
“So that regardless of sup ­ 


p ly and demand the p rice is 
fixed in Canada by a group 
of wilful men, I might say,” 
Celler said. 
Balked 
He said the subcommittee 
tried to investigate newsp rint 
p rices in 1950, but w as 
balked when some U.S. com­ 
p anies rushed their records 
across the Canadian border, 
and the Ontario legislature 
p assed a law making it ille­ 
gal for anyone to give a leg­ 
islative tribunal any informa­ 
tion about newsp rint. 
“This shows the extreme 
these comp anies have gone 
to in behalf of the cartel,” 
Celler said. “And I’m sorry 
to say our own State Dep art­ 
ment did not give us much 
help at the time. They were 
co-consp irators, as it were 


Celler said some U.S. news­ 
p ap er p ublishers hold inter­ 
ests in Canadian newsp rint 
p lants.

to pass o n this same 
to his children. He at­ 
tempts to instill in them a pro per respect 
fo r o thers and the pro perty o f o thers, an 
tmderstanding o f right and wro ng, a feel­ 
ing o f respo nsibility , ambitio n and perso nal 
co ntentment. But unfo rtunately , the ingre­ 
dients o f a happy and successful life are 
so many and v aried that they are no t al­ 
way s put to gether In the pro per do sages. 
This is the opinion, too, of a group 
of pychiatnsts who have attempted to 
study the case history of killers in an 
effort to discover a means of finding them 
before their crime is committed. This has 
long been a dream of the medical world— 
to be able to spot the potential killer in 
advance and be able to take steps that 
would alter the path of 
future violent 
Crime. 


* 
Characteristically, said the psychia­ 
trists, the sudden murderer was a man 
who came from a close knit family in 
which the mother was a domineering, over- 
protective figure who emphasized conform­ 
ity to the rules of the social system. The 
psychiatrists said that in the majority of 
the cases in their study, the killer suf­ 
fered from constant conflict between inner 
feelings of inadequacy and conscious needs 
to succeed, between an inner sense of 


It is not just the future murderer 
with which we are concerned. How great 
a failure we would all be if all we could 
say of our children was that they never 
killed anybody. We want and expect much 
more of them than this. We want to judge 
them not just negatively but positively—to 
be able to see the things that they have 
accomplished, the wholesome influence they 
have been upon the world. 
This doesn’t mean that all parents 
expect their children to be a phenomenal 
success in the business world. It means 
that they expect their children to be a 
success in living their lives, in getting along 
with other people, in setting a good ex­ 
ample and in getting some enjoyment out 
of life. 
And the study by the psychiatrists 
shows again what most people should 
. __________ know, that it takes a 
lot of effort, patience 
and understanding to 
achieve these results. 
The child who is bent 
too far in any direction is going to be 
somewhat out of balance. Probably there is 
none of us who is in perfect balance but 
the degree of departure from this is defi­ 
nitely limited. How limited, even the psy­ 
chiatrists still do not know but they know 
enough to warn us that it takes a con­ 
scious effort to direct the lives of our 
children in specific ways. 
Too much discipline will destroy in­ 
genuity and too little will lead to irrespon­ 
sibility. Some children learn to lean too 
heavily on others while some fail to lean 
enough. For some, life is presented as too 
somber an experience while for others life 
is the proverbial bowl of cherries. A bal­ 
ance of all these things does not just hap­ 
pen, but rather, is the product of the home 
in which such an objective is seriously 
sought.

The adverse report of the U.S. Bureau 
dF Reclamation on the feasibility of the 
proposed Fullerton reservoir on the lower 
Loup River creates an uncomfortable sit­ 
uation for a large segment of Nebraska. 
Advocates of the lower Loup project are 
naturally in disagreement with the report 
since they are dedicated to the proposition 
that the project is essential to guarantee 
an available supply of water to municipali­ 
ties east of Columbus. 
Their concern is founded not just in 
the current state of affairs, but in the 
certainty of expanded irrigation in the 
upper reaches of the North Loup and 
Calamus Rivers. Projects now contem­ 
plated for this area will more than double 
the number of acres under irrigation in 
the watershed. This will mean even less 
water flowing from the Loup into the Platte 
at Columbus. The complication comes from 


the disagreement as to the downstream re­ 
sults from this planned expansion of dams 
and irrigation in the upper reaches. The 
federal bureau does allocate some benefit 
to the Fullerton project for its stabilization 
of stream flow. Yet, it approves of de­ 
velopments upstream from Fullerton, ob­ 
viously in the belief that these develop­ 
ments are not fatal to downstream inter­ 
ests. 
Lincoln is one of the cities so interested 
since its water comes from wells along the 
Platte River. Lincoln would be in serious 
difficulty if Loup River developments event­ 
ually curtailed the Platte flow and endan­ 
gered the city’s water supply. The bureau 
report on the Fullerton project, however, 
is not to be condemned. Rather, it is to be 
carefully analyzed so the state *can proceed 
in orderly fashion to develop its water re­ 
sources in the most efficient and productive 
manner possible.

Prudent View Of Imports 
From The De* Moines Register 
When livestock prices fall into a slump, 
someone always comes up with the idea 
that imports of meat are one of the causes, 
so imports should be cut off. 
It is indeed prudent to consider the 
Import picture. Let us do so. Obviously one 
cannot consider meat imports alone and 
come up with a realistic judgment about 
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import policy. As a minimum, one must also 
look into exports of meat to appraise the 
effect of foreign trade on livestock prices. 
Imports of all red meats have been 
running around a billion pounds a year in 
recent years. This amounts to about 4 per 
cent of total red meat production in the 
United States. 
But the U.S. has been exporting red 
meat also, around 230 million pounds each 
year. And when poultry is included, U.S. 
meat exports the last two years were more 
than one-third in value of U.S. imports of the 
same commodities. So the net effect on U.S. 
livestock prices of foreign trade in meat is 
extremely small. 
U.S. agriculture as a whole depends 
heavily on exports. In the fiscal year end­ 
ing June 30, 1962, farm exports totaled $5.1 
billion in value. The year before the figure 
was $4.9 billion. Total imports of agricultur­ 
al products were $3.6 billion in fiscal 1961 
and $3.8 billion in 1962. But much of this 
import trade was in agricultural products 
not directly competitive with U.S. farm 
products, including silk, rubber, spices, tea 
and bananas. When these products are de­ 
ducted, the strictly competitive farm im­ 
ports totaled $1.8 billion in fiscal year 1961 
and $2.1 billion in 1962. 
No nation can export if it refuses to im­ 
port. A policy of curbing meat imports 
sooner or later would have reprecussions 
on U.S. exports of both farm and other 
products. Such a policy would be painfully 
shortsighted to the point of stupidity, 
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WASHINGTON - Presi­ 
dent Kennedy will take per­ 
sonal command of the effort 
to shore up the shaky Alli­ 
ance For Progress program 
for Latin America in a visit 
to Costa Rica next week. 
This week Senator George 
McGovern, South Dakota 
Democrat and former direc­ 
tor of the Food For Peace 
Program, undertook to plow 
some ground for him. It was 
McGovern’s maiden speech 
and combined an attack on 
what he termed “ our Cas­ 
tro fixation” with an appeal 
to Congress to push on with 
the “ tough and painful” 
task of making the alliance 
work. 
The alliance, as with all 
foreign aid, is r e g a r d e d 
with unusual sourness by a 
Congress asked to accept 
some unorthodox economics 
including a tax cut and a 
heavily unbalanced budget. 
Its especial weakness is the 
failure 
of Latin-American 
countries to seek their own 
salvation in reform of the 
systems which have impov­ 
erished their people. 
They hav e co me to believ e 
at last that Co ngress may 
be balking, judging by v ar­ 
io us impassio ned public re­ 
latio ns effo rt* they are mak­ 
ing. Certainly they are nec­ 
essarily impressed when a 
v eteran New Dealer, Sena­ 
to r Ernest Greening o f Alas­ 
ka, spreads a terse, fo rce­ 
ful warning o n the co ngres­ 
sio nal reco rd as he did last 
week.

It has also been 
shown that the newspaper 
has shown both sides of the 
political coin, yet Mr. S i m- 
mons who believes he has a 
legitimate complaint has not 
gone to the authorities who 
could correct this wrong if 
a wrong exists. He has 
brought the issue to the 
public which has created an 
issue much greater than the 
original. 
It seems overly coinciden­ 
tal that Mr. Simmons makes 
these attacks during the time 
when the university’s budget 
is up for approval in th e 
Legislature.

Then he began 
spending part of each day 
conv ersing with some of the 
250,000 short wav e radio op­ 
erators in the U.S., and an 
estimated 50,000 in other 
parts of the world. 
“ I’v e made contact with 
180 countries,” he s ai d 
showing me a file drawer 
filled with postal cards bear­ 
ing stamps from such far­ 
away places as Tahiti, Mo­ 
rocco, 
and Liechtenstein. 
“ There are about 300 radio 
nations, and it’s my goal to 
ex change cards with some­ 
one from each of these na­ 
tions.” 
Is it costly to set up a 
radio receiv ing and trans­ 
mitting unit? “ Not v ery ,” 


he said. ‘‘If y ou know some­ 
thing about radio y ou can 
often assemble y our ow n 
equipment and hav e a good 
station for less than $1,000. 
To buy the finest equipment 
av ailable will cost y ou only 
about twice that. It’s a 
modest inv estment, consid­ 
ering that a set lasts for 
decades, requires little up­ 
keep, and permits y ou to 
conv erse as much as y ou 
like with other operators 
around the globe.” 
Does it take long to qual­ 
ify for a license? “ No, I’d 
guess the av erage person 
could learn the ropes and 
pass the ex am for a license 
in about three months of 
serious study .” 
Hav e these months of 
leisure taught him an y ­ 
thing? “ Yes,” he concluded, 
“ they ’v e brought home v iv ­ 
idly to me that most men 
hav e an inaccurate concept 


of leisure. They think lei­ 
sure will be great, but I 
can assure them a fellow 
accustomed to work has to 
hav e something absorbing to 
fill the v acuum or he’ll go 
out of his mind.

ARGENTINA ON ALERT; 
COUP RUMORS MOUNT 
Buenos Aires (UPI) — The 
armed forces were alerted for 
action throughout Argentina 
Friday as rumors mounted of 
a possible navy coup against 
a threatened Peronist politi­ 
cal comeback . 
The Peronists are follow­ 
ers of ousted dictator Juan D. 
P e r o n. They have 
be e n 
banned as a political party in 
Argentina. However, an elec­ 
toral court granted the Peron­ 
ists the right to participate 
In scheduled June 23 elections 
as the Popular Union Party. 
The navy was disclosed to 
have demanded that the gov­ 
ernment appeal the electoral 
court decision and, if unsuc­ 
cessful, outlaw the Popular 
Unio n Party by decree.
